Argo Suggests 
School Plans 
Appropriation 


Supt. A. C. Argo last night re- 
commended that the Sequoia High 
School board provide money for 
plans and specifications for a South 
County High School. 

He suggested that an architect be 
hired to work up necessary details 
for a school plant for 600 pupils. 
The high school would serve Ravens- 
wood, Menlo Park and Las Lomitas 
Elementary School Districts. 

Argo said an architect told him 
that the high school buildings would 
cost roughly $850,000. 

Argo also reported yesterday that 
negotiations with the Federal gov- 
ernment for purchase of Dibble 
property are becoming tied up in 
red tape. Latest requirement is that 
Sequoia district must have on hand 
all money for building the school. 
That, Argo said, would involve a 
bond issue before the property were 
purchased.

Council Increases 
Fire Zone 2 Area 


The City Council last Tuesday 
night sent fire zoning recommenda- 
tions back to the Planning Commis- 
sion with the suggestion that all Oak 
Grove avenue west of El Camino 
Real be placed in Fire Zone 2 and 
that zoning of the block bounded by 
Santa Cruz avenue, Merrill street 
Oak Grove avenue and El Camino 
Real be reconsidered. 

A petition signed by most of the 
property owners on Oak Grove ave- 
nue and presented by Ed Derry ask- 
eci the council to place the street in 
Fire Zone 2, rather than Zone 1, as 
recommended by the Planning Com- 
mnission. 

The council agreed to the change 
after hearing A. W. Russell, chief 
county building inspector, say that 
small towns tend to place too much 
territory in Fine Zone 1. Council- 
man Wallace Brown declared that 
many types of businesses cannot af- 
ford heavy concrete construction. 

Fire Zone 1 requires four-hour, re- 
inforced concrete walls. Fire Zone 
2 requires two-hour walls if the 
buildings are set back three feet 
trom the property line; otherwise 
four-hour walls must be used. Frame 
construction is possible in Fire Zone 
2. 


Fire Marshal E. J. Wickstrom 
stated that the fire department’s on- 
ly objections to the Planning om- 
mission’s recommendations was the 
splitting of blocks between Fire 
Zones 1 and 2. 

The council asked the commission 
to restudy the El Camino Real to 
Merrill block because the commis- 
sion recommended splitting it, iFre 
Zine 1 along El Camino Real and 
Zone 2 along ‘Merrill street. The 
possibility of cutting an alley 
through parallel to El Camino Real 
was mentioned.

Where There’s A Will 


A wise man once said, “Failure never prevents success’ 

Again and again we hear the lament that the United 
Nations has failed. There are two articles in the January 
Reader’s Digest both forcefully expressing the conviction that 
this failure need not prevent success. One of these articles, by 
James Burnham, author of “The Struggle for the World” and 
other works, is titled ‘‘’How THE UNITED NATIONS CAN BE 
MADE TO WORK,” and the other by W. T. Holliday, president 
of the Standard Oil Company of Ohio, is more pertinently 
called “OUR FINAL CHOICE.” 

Both men point out the absolute necessity of changing the 
United Nations Charter if it is to work. Both show how this can 
be done and they see no reason why it should not be done. “’In 
the history of our own country’’ says Burnham, ‘‘we had to scrap 
our first charter (The Articles of Confederation), and agree on 
an entirely new one (the Constitution), which we have since 
amended 21 times in order to adjust it to new conditions.” 

Holliday places before us a plan whereby the present 
Charter can be altered, and says that the crux of the problem 
lies with the United States, asking ‘Do we want world feder- 
ation? Will we work for it? Will we lead the way?”, and he 
follows by suggesting that ‘‘We had better know for sure what 
we will do before we try guessing what somebody else will do.’ 

No doubt within the last two weeks you have been ap- 
proached by one of the young people of Menlo Park who could 
answer the three questions quoted with an emphatic affirm- 
ative. “Yes, we WANT World Federation. Yes, we will WORK 
for it. Yes, we will LEAD THE WAY”. 

It is the Sequoia Chapter of Student Federalists that is 
carrying on a “petition drive’’ in San Mateo County to get 
the 8th Congressional District to support two Congressional 
resolutions for strengthening the Unitgd Nations, ‘‘making it 
somewhgt nearer our gqal of a just fed orld goyernment”’,
